clotnibeen broken. During the closing 


or|days of January Marshal von 
or|Manstein’s forces conducted a 


:jseries of strong ‘counter-attacks| 


against General Vatutin’s invest- 
ing troops to the west and north- 
west of Cherkassy, on the Dnieper, 
as a result of which the Russians 
were compelled to relinquish some 
ground. This set-back, however, 
was not sufficient to affect their 
plans for the launching of a new 
and, as they hoped, decisive 
assault ; and the offensive began, 
“according to plan,” last Sunday. 
There is no reason to doubt its 
success, and there seems no reason 
to assume that the Germans will 
be able to withdraw more than a 
negligible proportion of their 
men. This means that. there no 
longer is any German centre of 


,|resistance in the neighbourhood of 


the Dnieper, with the exception of 


“ithe divisions which have resisted 


for so many months at Krivoi Rog 
and Nikopol; and the plight of 
those sorely-tried divisions becomes 
even more precarious than it was. 
The way is clear for a Russian 
advance across the Bug to Odessa. 
Meanwhile, the advance on the 
other sectors of the front con- 
tinues. The Germans at Luga, on 
the most westerly of the three 
ET railways running south from 
Leningrad, are threatened by the 
converging Russian forces, and it 
looks as though, in the very near 
future, the whole territory of 
Russia, from Vitebsk—where_ a 
new Russian attack is reported by 
the German commentators—to the 
Gulf of Finland will be delivered} 5 55 
from the invader.

“No Children!’’ 


It is a curious paradox that a 
country which professes to uphold 
the rights of the family as a 
unit, and, in its Constitution, 
places a ban upon birth control, 
allows citizens to be penalised 
for having children. Yet that, 
in a few words, is the state of 
thiaffairs which is revealed by 
countless letters every year to 
the newspapers of Ireland. Parents 
with young children write, time 
and time again, to. complain 
that they are unable to secure 
since 
landladies will not tolerate 
children in their houses. 
Mothers with infants are ejected 
because they have presumed to 
become mothers; their children 


as creatures too coarse and noisy 
for the delicate atmosphere of an 
apartment house. In justice, one 
must admit that the landladies 
in question are not inspired 
merely by an inhuman hatred of: 
allchildren, Their living depends, 
in most cases, solely upon the 
EP letting of flats or rooms in their 
houses, the majority of which are 
occupied by bachelors and single 
business girls. These tenants 
demand that the house shall be 
*iquiet—or, at least, that it shall 
be disturbed only by their. own 
noise—and, if “the ~ landlady 
accepts fellow-tenants . who dis- 
please them, they may pack up 
and leave. In short, the land- 
lady must satisfy the majority 
of her tenants. Yet this restraint 
imposes a severe hardship on the 
young married couple. Lither 
they must accept inferior accom- 
modation, where the landlady 
cannot afford to impose any con- 


jditions on them; or they must 


rent a whole house, ' and raise!

Since then the Maltese had 
strong yearnings for. self-government, 
and their hopes were realised in 
1921, when they were granted a 
full ‘self- -governing Constitution.

PROPOSED REGISTER OF

Meat Ration 


Ministry of Food statistics reveal 
that the weekly meat ration—1ls, 2d. 
worth—now averages l4ozs. a head, 
compared with about ólb. in pre-war. 
days. It is practically certain that’ 
this ration cau be maintained, 
although meat supplies are going 
tlto be a very serious matter for 
three or four years after the end 
of . the war. Councillor John 
Edwards, a member of the 
\Ministry’s Food Consultative Com- 
mittee, sums up the present position 
in this way. Brazil, a great producer 
of meat, has become industrialised 
In certain areas; Uruguay has 
suffered a terrible drought for two 
years; in the Argentine cattle have 
been killed a year before their 
normal time because of high prices; 
Australia and New Zealand have to 
supply extensive American forces in 
their countries with meat, in addi- 
tion to feeding their own peoples, 
Certain quantities, however, will still 
be exported to Britain from these 
Dominions, and the United States 
are. also sending supplies, in spite 
of increased home consumption. The 
one bright spot as a source of 
Britain s supply is Canada, where. the 
pig population has been increased 
three-fold, and will soon be raised 
to. five-fold the 1939 population. 
The position generally with regard 
to meat supplies, he said, is not too
